000 rifles had been imported from

Mr. Holmes identified a copy of a 


letter written by himself offering to 
sell 1,000,000 Mausers and 1,000.000 
cartridges. The letter, .dated - June 
9th, 1917, was addressed 
to Dr.

Holmes testified he 
had 
never 


seen the articles but had talked with 
an engineer named Francis J- Judd, 
who said he had seen boxes contain- 
ing 280,000 rifles. Two months ago 
Holmes said, the United States tried 
to buy them but they were not, pro- 
duced. 
Holmes had been in touch1

1 Licking creek beside one of the grey- 


headed boys of yesterdaj and listen 
to the fish tales cf one-half a cen- 
tury back we are tempted to throw 
back the little fish we catch now for 
seed.

formed below the huce drifts that 
collected in the creek at frequent

THOUSANDS WOMEN 
FOR THE WAR WORK 


Washington, D. 
C., 
May 
14.—• 


More and more, as the war program 
progresses, is the Government de- 
pending- upon women to perform the 
tremandously increased volume 
of 


work in the civil branches. 
The 


forces 
of 
civilian 
employees 
in 


Washington. D. C.. increased from 
30.000 to approximately 70,000 dur- 
ing the first year of our participa- 
tion in the war.' Of this increase of 
40,000 more than 25,000 are women. 
Women make up the increase in 
Government offices and 
establish- 


ments outside of Washington in less 
proportion, for the reason that the 
greatest expansion in the field has 
been in the 
large manufacturing 


plants of the War and Navy depart- 
ments, where thousands of mechanics 
and laborers are employed in ship- 
building and in manufacturing ord- 
nance 
and 
olher 
war 
material. 


Women are not available for 
em- 


ployment in trades positions to any 
great extent, bin tiieir services are 
being utilized in every way that is 
practicable.

comfort kits to be given to the sol- 
diers as they are leaving ihe camps 
or cantonments, or at the point "01 
embarkation. 


The lake division ot the Red Cross 


has been asked to make 30,000 of 
these kits, and the quota for Lick- 
ing county is loO. 
The present call is urgent and 


every effort should be made to fill 
the Licking county quota. 


Every 
man who goes to 
the 


trenches carries a comfort kit. It 
is practical and the dnections which 
follow for making the kit supersede 
»11 others which have been publish- 
ed. They are nrw made in the simp- 
lest manner possible and contain 
only the needed articles 
The direction and articles needed 


follow: 
Materials for the Kit—(This does 


not include material tor housewife) 
—A plain, inexpensive khaki-color- 
ed twill for the army and blue denim 
or "dungaree" for the navy are sug- 
gested as most desirable. Figured 
cretonnes are not suitable for this 
purpose 
Quantity required- 
One-fourth of 


a yard of 27-inch material; 60 inches 
of khaki or blue tape for a double 
draw-string; and an American flag 
for making the outside 


Directions for Making the Kit— 


Fold the material in the center of the 
27-inch length and sew it up into a 
simple bag, with an inch-and-a-half 
hem at the top through which is run 
the double draw-string. This makes 
a bag about 12 by 8 inches.

ASSUMES LITHUANIA 
WILL PARTICIPATE IN 
GERMAN WAR BURDENS 


(ASSOCIATES PRESS TELEGRAM! 


Amsterdam, May ' 14.—Emperor 


William has issued a proclamation 
concerning Lithuania in which he 
says it is assumed Lithuania will 
participate in the war burdens of 
Germany. 


In the proclamation the "inde- 


pendence" of Lithuania, allied with 
the German empire is recognized. 


"We assume that the conventions 


to be concluded," the proclamation 
says further, "will take the interests 
of the German empire into account 
equally with those of Lithuania and 
that Lithuania will participate in the 
war burdens of Germany which se- 
cured her liberation." 


Lithuania is one of the former 


Russian border states which the Ger- 
mans ha\e attempted to set up as 
nominally independent countries un- 
der German influence. 
Germany is 


making every effort to exploit the 
states economically, but except in 
the ca-56 of Poland has not attempted 
to force the former Russian subjects 
to fight with the German army, as 
the emperor's announcement indi- 
cates may new be done in Lithuania. 
The attempt to enroll a Polish army 
on the same plea that is now made 
in the case of Lithuania was a fail- 
ure in the "Polish legion" which was 
abandoned. 


The Vorwaerts said recently that 


strong opposition was developing 
among the Lithuanians to transform- 
ing their country into a German 
semi-federal 
state. 
Entire inde- 


pendence is demanded. 
The Lith- 


uanians number about 2,000,000 and 
are found mainly in the former Rus- 
sian governments of Kovno, Vilna, 
Grodno and SuwalKL
